Almost every day leports are circu- 
lated of some now "trade" <tr "com- 
bination," attempted by the various 
leaders. 
Owing to fact

has not yet crystali/.cd sufficiently to 
make two or even three candidates in 
each party t-tand out to the extent of 
overshadowing rivals, the practical 
politicians have the biggeit task in 
this direction they have faced in re- 
cent years.- 


Indications becoming stronger that 


the majority of party leaders have 
licgun to rally about a particular can- 
didate in each party, but indications 
are just as strong that thc^e Icadere 
are experiencing th« greatest difficul- 
ty in convincing the rank and file 
that their selections will insure vic- 
tory in the fall elections. 


Ixwrtcii has Backing 


According to the best available in- 


formation. Governor Frank O. Ix>w- 
dcn. of Illinois, has at present the 
strongest backing among the republi- 
can "regulars." There is said to be 
analogous situation among the demo- 
crats regarding Governor James M. 
Cox, of Ohio. The situation confront- 
ing these republican leadens, how- 
ever, is believed to be complicated by 
the fact that Major General Leonard 
Wood is practically certain to go in- 
to the Chicago convention with the 
greatest initial strength, \\hile Sen- 
ator Hiram Johneon is admitted bv 
«von hi-* most bitter republican op- 
ponents to he the best 
votc-gelte*- 


among the party's candidate.. Fur- 
thermore it is alleged that the or- 
ganization built up around Wood i-* 
lully as power! ul as the regular re- 
publican machine

want Cox, they are confronted by the 
problem of eliminating William G. 
McAdoo.

Torn from his peaceful 
surroundings in America, the former 
ambassador returned to Mexico last 
fall to begin his campaign for the 
presidency. 


Bonillas was described as without 


particular personal ambition and en- 
tering the field for the presidency 
only at the urgent request of the Car- 
ranza group. The president felt that 
Mexico should be ruled by a civilian 
and picked Bonillas as the man to 
defeat the two 
generals—Obregon 


and Gonzales—who were the lead- 
ing candidates. 


It was this decision which led to 
Carranza's downfall. 


Bonillas was greeted as a "made" 


candidate and his candidacy regarded 
a joke. 


Carrnnza Stubborn 


Failing to road tho signs of popu- 


lar opinion, Carranzu continued stub- 
bornly to push Bonillas' cause. The 
immediate event leading up to the 
crisis was an attempt to occupy the 
state of Sonora with Carranza troops.

governor, opposed this action and the 
Sonora "secession" followed. 


Meantime Obregon had been plac- 


ed under nominal arrest in Mexico 
City for alleged plotting with the 
bandit Robert O. Cejudo.

Acting under the influence of senate 


leadership and under the same pressure 
of political expediency, the house has 
passed the Km>\ pc:!re resolution. The 
\ote. \\hich was li'JS to KW, indicates that 
the resolution cannot be passed over the 
president's veto. The situation is the 
same in the senate, so that there is no 
possibility of bringing about peace by 
this method. Perhaps the certainty that 
the resolution could not prevail made it 
easier for representative to vote in the 
affirmatixe than had they been required 
to face the possibility of terminating the 
war in this manner. 


Kepresciitathe Mason of Illinois made 


the statement in the closing debate that 
he would rather accept the judgment of 
the senate than that "of a sick man at 
the olher end of the avenue." This un- 
dignified remark might indicate that the 
house had no judgment of its own, if it 
were as a matter of fact a question of 
judgment as between the president and 
the senate. But the house knows, and 
the country knows, that the termination 
of the war with Germany by a resolu- 
tion of this character is utterly at vari- 
ance \\ilh the constitutional and historic 
process. It knows that no person would 
ever have conceived such a stepson its 
own merits. 
It knows that the resolu- 


tion is abortive in the sense that if adopt- 
ed it would not fix any terms of peace 
nor would it alter the situation now ex- 
isting in the slightest degree beyond what 
it is in the power of congress to secure 
by ordinary legislation. 


If the desire is to restore the country 


to a peace basis from the domestic point 
of view by terminating the extraordinary 
war powers conferred upon the president 
this end would be reached by simply re- 
pealing the laws which conferred the au- 
thority. The Knox resolution as passed 
attempts to preserve for the United 
States all of its rights under the Ver- 
sailles treaty, .and yet it is perfectly obvi- 
ous that those rights can only be secured 
by ratification of the Versailles treaty or 
by the negotiation of a separate treaty 
with Germany which embodies them. 


In other words the resolution serves 


no useful purpose except to abrogate 
certain powers held by the president 
which can be taken from him in a much 
better way, while from the international 
and moral standpoint il is highly detri- 
mental because it places us in the posi- 
tion of either actually deserting or being 
willing to desert our allies in the making 
of peace. It is also deplorable because 
it sets up a precedent which is destruc- 
tive of the constitutional and slalesman- 
ly process for the determination of our 
international relations and the conclu- 
sion of such vital important questions as 
conditions of peace. Il is a national poli- 
cy which cannot possibly be sustained 
and ills so palpably a subterfuge to meet 
political contingencies that it would be a 
public misfortune if it were to be put into 
effect. 
The president's message accom- 


panying his veto will be awaited with 
great interest, not from the standpoint of 
politics, but because there is no question 
that he will be able to sustain his veto 
by the most convincing logic.
